defined  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  29C  of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  St.  1998,  c78;  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with 

the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  $382,000.00  and 
issue  bonds  or  notes  therefore  under  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and/or 
Chapter  29C  of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  St  1998,  C.  78; 
that  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the  Town  unless  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  determines  that  they  should  be 
issued  as  limited  obligations  and  may  be  secured  by  local  system  revenues  as 
defined  in  Section  1  of  chapter  29C,  as  most  recently  amended  by  St  1998,  c78; 
that  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  the  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow 
all  or  a  portion  of  such  amount  from  the  Massachusetts  Water  Pollution 
Abatement  Trust  established  pursuant  to  Chapter  29C,  as  most  recently  amended 
by  St  1998,  c78 ;  and  in  connection  therewith  to  enter  into  a  loan  agreement 

and/or  security  agreement  with  the  Trust  and  otherwise  to  contract  with  the 
Trust  and  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  with  respect  to  such  loan 
and  for  any  federal  or  state  aid  available  for  the  project  or  for  the 
financing  thereof;  and  that  the  School  Building  Committee  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  a  project  regulatory  agreement  with  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  and/or  other  appropriate  local  body  or  official,  to  expend  all 
funds  available  for  the  project  and  to  take  any  other  action  necessary  to 
carry  out  this  project. 

ARTICLE  20.  TABLED.  RE:  $20,000.00  to  purchase  and  install  two  fuel  tanks  at 
the  Highway  Department  to  complete  the  Town  Fuel  Depot. 

ARTICLE  21.  Voted:  To  create  an  account  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitation  of 
the  Town  Office  Building.

ARTICLE  23.  BY  PETITION.  Voted:To  amend  the  Town  of  Berkley  By-Laws,  ARTICLE 
12,  Section  3,  to  read  as  follows:  SECTION  3. 

A  Soil  Conservation  Board  is  hereby  established  in  the  Town  of  Berkley  for  the 
purpose  of  regulating  the  alteration  of  earth  from  the  land  locatd  within  the 
Town  and  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw.  Members  of  the  Board 
shall  consist  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  chairman  and 
secretary.  The  secretary  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Board  and  shall  keep  a 
true  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  which  shall  be  public  records. 

ARTICLE  24.  BY  PETITION.  Voted:  The  town  take  by  eminent  domain  the  following 
property:  Lots  A  &  B  on  a  certain  plan  entitled:  "Trond  Estates",  off  Lewis 
Drive,  Berkley,  shown  at  Plan  Book  344,  Page  1,  Bristol  County  Northern 
District  Registry  of  Deeds.  Taking  to  be  for  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  the  town 
to  own  the  drainage  areas  adjacent  to  Lewis  Drive. 

ARTICLE  25.  Voted:  The  town  will  provide  Workman's  Compensation  for  those 
appointed  and  elected  officials  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint . 
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ARTICLE  26.  Voted:  To  transfer  approximately  2200  square  feet  of  the  existing 
Sanford  Street  layout  to  the  Berkley  Congregational  Church.  All  surveying, 
engineering  and  transfer  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  27.  TABLED:  Purchase  of  one  new  police  cruiser. 

ARTICLE  28.  BY  PETITION.  Voted:  To  amend  the  Soil  Conservation  By-Law  of  the 
Town  of  Berkley  by  adding  the  following  sentence  to  Article  12,  Section  5 

(Exemptions)  :  A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  alteration  of  earth  for 
agricultural  or  horticultural  use  for  any  land  that  has  been  given  an 

exemption  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  61A  by  the  Town  of  Berkley. 
Article  12,  Section  5  will  now  read  as  follows:  SECTION  5. 

A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  alteration  of  earth  in  the  course  of 
excavation  incidental  to  the  construction  of  the  foundation  of  buildings, 

walks,  driveways,  septic  systems,  nor  swimming  pools.  A  permit  shall  not  be 
required  for  the  alteration  of  earth  in  the  ordinary  and  customary 

agricultural,  horticultural  or  f loricultural  use  of  land.  (Note:  Excavation  in 
the  building  of  farm  ponds  and  excavations  that  will  result  in  the  lowering  or 
raising  of  an  existing  elevation  by  more  than  two  (2)  feet  shall  not  be  deemed 
normal  and  customary  within  the  meaning  of  the  foregoing) .  A  permit  shall  not 
be  required  for  the  alteration  of  earth  for  agricultural  or  horticultural  use 
for  any  land  that  has  been  given  an  exemption  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
C61A  by  the  Town  of  Berkley.  A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  excavation 
and/or  earth  alterations  made  or  done  to  complete  the  construction  of  ways  and 
the  installation  of  drainage  and  municipal  services  pursuant  to  a  definitive 
subdivision  plan  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Berkley  Planning  Board  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law.  Note:  however,  a  permit  will  be  required  for  the 
excavation  and/or  earth  alteration  made  or  done  to  complete  the  construction 
of  such  ways  or  installation  of  drainage  and  municipal  services  whenever 
existing  elevations  will  be  altered  either  in  lowering  or  raising  by  more  than 
two  (2)  feet.  Under  such  circumstances,  an  earth  alteration  permit  will  be 
required  in  addition  to  approval  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Soil  Conservation 
Board  may  also  issue  a  permit  without  a  hearing  for  any  alteration  or  use 
within  the  Town  or  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  yards  of  earth  for  any 
other  purpose  which  is  not  commercial. 

ARTICLE  29.  Not  voted  due  to  lack  of  quorum.  RE:  Amending  the  Town  of 
Berkley  Zoning  By-Law  Article  21. 

Voted:  To  continue  the  Annual  Town  meeting  until  June  30,  1999  at  7:15  p.m.  at 
the  Berkley  Community  School. 
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Annual  Town  Meeting  Continuance  -  June  30,  1999 

Voted:  To  waive  the  reading  of  the  entire  Article  29  and  to  accept  as  written 
on  the  warrant . 

ARTICLE  29:  That  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of  Berkley  Zoning  By-Law 
Article  21  Sections  as  specified,  by  making  the  following  changes,  or  act 
thereon : 

ITEM  1.  Delete  existing  Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  in  its  entirety  and 
substitute  the  following  therefor: 

SECTION  1.  PURPOSE. 

These  regulations  are  enacted  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of 
Berkley,  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  its  inhabitants,  to  encourage  the 
most  appropriate  use  of  land  throughout  the  town,  to  preserve  the  cultural, 
historical  and  agricultural  heritage  of  the  community,  to  increase  the 
amenities  of  the  town,  and  to  reduce  the  hazard  from  fire  by  regulating  the 
location  and  use  of  buildings  and  the  area  of  open  space  around  them,  all  as 
authorized  by  the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Act,  G.L.  c.  40A,  as  amended,  and 
by  Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts . 

ITEM  2 .  Delete  existing  Section  5  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  in  its  entirety  and 
substitute  the  following  therefor: 

SECTION  5.  NONCONFORMING  USES  AND  STRUCTURES. 

A.  Applicability.  This  zoning  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  structures  or  uses 
lawfully  in  existence  or  lawfully  begun,  or  to  a  building  or  special  permit 
issued  before  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  the  public  hearing  required 
by  G.L.  c.  40A,  s.  5  at  which  this  zoning  by-law,  or  any  relevant  part 
thereof,  was  adopted.  Such  prior,  lawfully  existing  nonconforming  uses  and 
structures  may  continue,  provided  that  no  modification  of  the  use  or  structure 
is  accomplished,  unless  authorized  hereunder. 

B.  Nonconforming  Uses.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  award  a  special  permit  to 
change  a  nonconforming  use  in  accordance  with  this  section  only  if  it 
determines  that  such  change  or  extension  shall  not  be  substantially  more 
detrimental  than  the  existing  nonconforming  use  to  the  neighborhood.  The 
following  types  of  changes  to  nonconforming  uses  may  be  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals: 

1.  Change  or  substantial  extension  of  the  use; 

2.  Change  from  one  nonconforming  use  to  another,  less  detrimental, 
nonconforming  use . 

C.  Nonconforming  Structures.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  award  a  special  permit 
to  reconstruct,  extend,  alter,  or  change  a  nonconforming  structure  in 
accordance  with  this  section  only  if  it  determines  that  such  reconstruction, 
extension,  alteration,  or  change  shall  not  be  substantially  more  detrimental 
than  the  existing  nonconforming  structure  to  the  neighborhood.  The  following 
types  of  changes  to  nonconforming  structures  may  be  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals : 

1.  Reconstructed,  extended  or  structurally  changed; 
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2.  Altered  to  provide  for  a  substantially  different  purpose  or  for  the 
same  purpose  in  a  substantially  different  manner  or  to  a  substantially 
greater  extent; 


3.  Reconstructed  after  a  catastrophe,  provided  that  the  owner  shall 
apply  for  a  building  permit  and  start  operations  for  reconstruction  on 
said  premises  within  two  years  after  such  catastrophe,  and  provided  that 
the  building (s)  as  reconstructed  shall  be  only  as  great  in  volume  or 
area  as  the  original  nonconforming  structure. 

D.  The  reconstruction,  extension  or  structural  change  of  a  nonconforming 
structure  in  such  a  manner  as  to  increase  an  existing  nonconformity,  or  create 
a  new  nonconformity,  including  the  extension  of  an  exterior  wall  at  or  along 
the  same  nonconforming  distance  within  a  required  yard,  shall  require  the 
issuance  of  a  variance  from  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

E.  Nonconforming  Single  and  Two  Family  Residential  Structures.  Nonconforming 
single  and  two  family  residential  structures  may  be  reconstructed,  extended, 
altered,  or  structurally  changed  upon  a  determination  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  that  such  proposed  reconstruction,  extension,  alteration,  or  change 
does  not  increase  the  nonconforming  nature  of  said  structure,  and  the  issuance 
of  a  building  permit,  where  applicable.  In  the  event  that  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  determines  that  the  nonconforming  nature  of  such  structure  would  be 
increased  by  the  proposed  reconstruction,  extension,  alteration,  or  change, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  may,  by  special  permit,  allow  such  reconstruction, 
extension,  alteration,  or  change  where  it  determines  that  the  proposed 
modification  will  not  be  substantially  more  detrimental  than  the  existing 
nonconforming  structure  to  the  neighborhood. 

F.  Abandonment  or  Non-Use.  A  nonconforming  use  or  structure  which  has  been 
abandoned,  or  not  used  for  a  period  of  two  years,  shall  lose  its  protected 
status  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  zoning  by-law. 

G.  Reversion  to  Nonconformity.  No  nonconforming  use  shall,  if  changed  to  a 
conforming  use,  revert  to  a  nonconforming  use. 

ITEM  3.  Delete  existing  Section  6  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  in  its  entirety  and 
substitute  the  following  therefor: 

SECTION  6.  ADMINISTRATION  AND  PROCEDURES 
A.  Administration 

1 .  Permits.  This  By-Law  shall  be  administered  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  Pursuant  to  the  State  Building 
Code,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  may  CLE  29.  Continued  require  such  plans  and 
specifications  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  compliance  with  all 
pertinent  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Buildings  and  structures  may  not  be 
erected,  substantially  altered,  moved,  or  changed  in  use  without  written 
certification  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  that  such  action  is  in 
compliance  with  then-applicable  zoning,  and  that  all  necessary  permits 
have  been  received  under  federal,  state,  or  local  law.  Issuance  of  a 
Building  Permit  or  Certificate  of  Use  and  Occupancy,  where  required  under 
the  Commonwealth's  State  Building  Code,  may  serve  as  such  certification. 
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2.  Enforcement .  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  institute  and  take  any  and 
all  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  full  compliance  with  any  and 
all  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  and  of  permits  and  variances  issued 
thereunder,  including  notification  of  noncompliance  and  request  for  legal 
action  through  the  Selectmen  to  Town  Counsel. 

3.  Penalties .  The  penalty  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  By-Law,  of 
any  of  the  conditions  under  which  a  permit  is  issued,  or  of  any  decision 
rendered  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  Three  Hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  for 
each  offense.  Each  day  that  each  violation  continues  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense,. 

B.  Board  of  Appeals. 

1.  Establishment .  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  consist  of  three  members  and 
two  associate  members. 

2.  Powers .  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 

granted  to  it  by  Chapters  40A,  40B,  and  41  of  the  General  Laws  and  by  this 

By-Law.  The  Board's  powers  are  as  follows: 

a.  To  hear  and  decide  applications  for  special  permits,  where  so 
designated. 

b.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  or  petitions  for  variances  from  the  terms 
of  this  By-Law,  with  respect  to  particular  land  or  structures,  as  set 
forth  in  G.L.  c.  4  0A,  s.  10.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not  grant  use 
variances . 

c.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  taken  by  any  person  aggrieved  by  reason 
of  his  inability  to  obtain  a  permit  or  enforcement  action  from  any 
administrative  officer  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  40A,  ss.  8  and 
15. 

d.  To  hear  and  decide  comprehensive  permits  for  construction  of  low  or 
moderate  income  housing  by  a  public  agency  or  limited  dividend  or 
nonprofit  corporation,  as  set  forth  in  G.L.  c.  40B,  ss.  20-23. 

C.  Special  Permits. 

1.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  Unless  specifically  designated 
otherwise,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  act  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority. 

2.  Criteria .  Special  permits  shall  be  granted  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority,  unless  otherwise  specified  herein,  only  upon  its  written 
determination  that  the  adverse  effects  of  the  proposed  use  will  not  outweigh 
its  beneficial  impacts  to  the  town  or  the  neighborhood,  in  view  of  the 
particular  characteristics  of  the  site,  and  of  the  proposal  in  relation  to 
that  site.  In  addition  to  any  specific  factors  that  may  be  set  forth  in  this 
By-Law,  the  determination  shall  include  consideration  of  each  of  the 
following : 

a.  Social,  economic,  or  community  needs  which  are  served  by  the 
proposal ; 

b.  Traffic  flow  and  safety,  including  parking  and  loading; 

c.  Adequacy  of  utilities  and  other  public  services; 

d.  Neighborhood  character  and  social  structures; 

e.  Impacts  on  the  natural  environment;  and 

f.  Potential  fiscal  impact,  including  impact  on  town  services,  tax 
base,  and  employment. 
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3.  Procedures .  Whenever  an  application  for  a  special  permit  is  filed  with  a 
special  permit  granting  authority,  the  applicant  shall  also  file,  within 
five  (5)  working  days  of  the  filing  of  the  completed  application  with  said 
authority,  copies  of  the  application,  accompanying  site  plan,  and  other 
documentation,  to  the  Board  of  Health,  Conservation  Commission,  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  Planning  Board,  and  applicable 
water  district  for  their  consideration,  review,  and  report.  The  copies 
necessary  to  fulfill  this  requirement  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

a.  An  application  shall  not  be  deemed  complete  until  all  copies  of 

required  information  and  documentation  have  been  filed  with  the 
special  permit  granting  authority. 

b.  The  special  permit  granting  authority  shall  notify  applicants  by 

registered  mail,  within  14  days  of  submittal,  of  incomplete 

application  status,  and  the  applicant  shall  have  14  days  from  the 

mailing  of  such  notice  to  complete  an  application.  Failure  to 

complete  an  application  within  such  time  or  to  file  plans  with  the 
agencies  or  officials  set  forth  in  Section  3  shall  be  deemed 
nonsubmittal  of  the  application,  without  prejudice. 

c.  Reports  from  other  boards  and  officials  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
special  permit  granting  authority  by  the  date  of  the  public  hearing, 
but  in  any  case  within  thirty-five  (35)  days  of  receipt  of  the 
reviewing  party  of  all  of  the  required  materials;  failure  of  these 
reviewing  parties  to  make  recommendations  after  having  received 
copies  of  all  such  required  materials  shall  be  deemed  a  lack  of 
opposition  thereto. 

d.  In  the  event  that  the  public  hearing  by  the  special  permit  granting 
authority  is  held  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  35  day  period,  said 
authority  shall  continue  the  Public  Hearing  to  permit  the  formal 
submission  of  reports  and  recommendations  within  that  35  day  period. 

e.  The  Decision/Findings  of  the  special  permit  granting  authority  shall 
contain,  in  writing,  an  explanation  for  any  departures  from  the 
recommendations  of  any  reviewing  party. 

f.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  3  shall  not  apply  to  applications  for 
special  permits  to  reconstruct,  extend,  alter,  or  structurally 
change  a  nonconforming  single  or  two  family  structure.  The  Board  of 
Appeals  may  establish  procedures  governing  such  applications  by 
regulation. 

4.  Conditions .  Special  permits  may  be  granted  with  such  reasonable 
conditions,  safeguards,  or  limitations  on  time  or  use,  including  performance 
guarantees,  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  deem  necessary  to 
serve  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law. 

5.  Plans .  An  applicant  for  a  special  permit  shall  submit  a  plan  in 
substantial  conformance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  6.D,  herein. 

a.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  5  shall  not  apply  to  applications  for 

special  permits  to  reconstruct,  extend,  alter,  or  structurally  change  a 

nonconforming  single  or  two  family  structure.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may 

establish  procedures  governing  such  applications  by  regulation. 
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6.  Lapse .  Special  permits  shall  lapse  if  a  substantial  use  thereof  or 
construction  thereunder  has  not  begun,  except  for  good  cause,  within  24  months 
following  the  filing  of  the  special  permit  approval  (plus  such  time  required 
to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of  an  appeal  referred  to  in  G.L.  c.  40A, 
s.  17,  from  the  grant  thereof)  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

7.  Regulations .  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  adopt  regulations 
for  the  administration  of  special  permits. 

D.  Amendments. 

This  By-Law  may  from  time  to  time  be  changed  by  amendment,  addition,  or  repeal 
by  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  manner  provided  in  G.L.  c.  40A,  s.5,  and  any 

amendments  thereto. 


E.  Applicability. 

1.  Other  Laws .  Where  the  application  of  this  By-Law  imposes  greater 
restrictions  that  those  imposed  by  any  other  regulations,  permits, 
restrictions,  easements,  covenants,  or  agreements,  the  provisions  of  this 
By-Law  shall  control. 

2.  Conformance .  Construction  or  operations  under  a  Building  Permit  shall 
conform  to  any  subsequent  amendment  of  this  By-Law  unless  the  use  or 
construction  is  commenced  within  a  period  of  six  months  after  the  issuance  of 
the  permit,  and  in  cases  involving  construction,  unless  such  construction  is 
continued  through  to  completion  as  continuously  and  expeditiously  as  is 
reasonable . 

F.  Separability. 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  invalidate 
any  other  section  or  provision  herein. 

Planning  Board  member  Steven  Leary  read  a  report  on  the  Zoning  By-Law  changes. 
"It  is  the  Planning  Board's  opinion  that  these  zoning  changes  will  do  a  lot  to 
bring  our  zoning  bylaw  into  compliance  with  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter 
4 OA  and  give  the  town  a  firm  basis  for  future  development.  The  Planning  Board 
recommends  both  Article  29  and  30." 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  hand  count  vote. 154  persons  voting  with  123  YES  and 
31  NO,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  29  passed  by  the  2/3rd  required. 

Article  30.  That  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  zoning  by-law  by  adding  the 
following  new  Section  6D,  regarding  site  plan  review  and  renumber 
appropriately : 

Section  6D.  Site  Plan  Review. 

1*  Applicability.  The  following  types  of  activities  and  uses  require  site 
plan  review  by  the  Planning  Board: 
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a.  Construction,  exterior  alteration  or  exterior  expansion  of,  or 
change  of  use  within,  an  institutional,  commercial,  industrial,  or 
multi -family  structure  involving  more  than  500  square  feet; 

b.  Construction  or  expansion  of  a  parking  lot  for  an  institutional, 
commercial,  industrial,  or  multi -family  structure  or  purpose. 

2 .  Exemptions 

a.  A  building  wholly  or  partially  destroyed  may  be  rebuilt  without 
recourse  to  this  section  if  rebuilt  without  change  to  the  building 
footprint  or  the  square  footage  of  usable  space. 

b.  The  construction,  reconstruction,  or  alteration  of  a  single  and  two 
family  residence  is  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  this  Section. 

3 .  Procedures . 

a.  Use,  Structure,  or  Activity  Available  As  of  Right.  An  application 
for  a  building  permit  to  perform  work  as  set  forth  herein  available 
as  of  right  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  approved  Site  Plan.  Prior 
to  the  commencement  of  any  activity  set  forth  herein  available  as 
of  right,  the  project  proponent  shall  obtain  site  plan  approval 
from  the  Planning  Board.  Applicants  for  site  plan  approval  shall 
submit  five  (5)  copies  of  the  site  plan  to  the  Planning  Board  for 
review,  and  within  three  (3)  days  thereafter  shall  also  submit  a 
copy  of  the  site  plan  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health, 
Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  their  advisory  review  and  comments. 
The  Planning  Board  shall  review  and  act  upon  the  site  plan,  with 
such  conditions  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate,  within  sixty  (60) 
days  of  its  receipt,  and  notify  the  applicant  of  its  decision.  The 
decision  of  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  upon  a  majority  of  those 
present  and  shall  be  in  writing.  No  building  permit  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  without  the  written  approval 
of  the  site  plan  by  the  Planning  Board,  or  unless  60  days  lapse 
from  the  date  of  the  submittal  of  the  site  plan  without  action  by 
the  Planning  Board. 


b.  Use  or  Structure  Available  by  Special  Permit  or  Variance.  An 
application  for  a  special  permit  or  a  variance  to  perform  work  as 
set  forth  herein  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  approved  Site  Plan. 
Applicants  for  site  plan  approval  shall  submit  five  (5)  copies  of 
the  site  plan  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review,  and  within  three 
(3)  days  thereafter  shall  also  submit  a  copy  of  the  site  plan  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health,  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief, 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and  the  Conservation  Commission  for 
their  advisory  review  and  comments.  The  Planning  Board  shall 

review  and  act  upon  the  site  plan,  with  such  conditions  as  may  be 
deemed  appropriate,  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  its  receipt,  and 
notify  the  applicant  of  its  decision.  The  decision  of  the  Planning 
Board  shall  be  upon  a  majority  of  those  present  and  shall  be  in 
writing.  No  special  permit  or  variance  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals  without  the  written  approval  of  the  site  plan  by 
the  Planning  Board,  or  unless  60  days  lapse  from  the  date  of  the 
submittal  of  the  site  plan  without  action  by  the  Planning  Board. 
Where  the  Planning  Board  approves  a  site  plan  "with  conditions", 
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and  said  site  plan  accompanies  a  special  permit  or  variance 
application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  Board  of  Appeals,  the 
conditions  imposed  by  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  incorporated  into 
the  issuance,  if  any,  of  a  special  permit  or  variance. 

c.  Where  the  Planning  Board  serves  as  the  special  permit  granting 
authority,  it  shall  consolidate  its  site  plan  review  and  special 
permit  procedures. 

d.  An  application  for  site  plan  approval  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
fee,  as  set  forth  in  the  Planning  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations. 

e.  The  applicant  may  request,  and  the  Planning  Board  may  grant  by 
majority  vote,  an  extension  of  the  time  limits  set  forth  herein. 

f.  No  deviation  from  an  approved  site  plan  shall  be  permitted  without 
modification  thereof. 

4.  Preparation  of  Plans .  Applicants  are  invited  to  submit  a  pre-application 
sketch  of  the  proposed  project  to  the  Planning  Board  and  to  schedule  a  comment 
period  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board.  Site  Plans  shall  be  submitted  on 
24-inch  by  36-inch  sheets.  Plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a  Registered 
Professional  Engineer,  Registered  Land  Surveyor,  Architect,  or  Landscape 
Architect,  as  appropriate.  Dimensions  and  scales  shall  be  adequate  to 
determine  that  all  requirements  are  met  and  to  make  a  complete  analysis  and 
evaluation  of  the  proposal.  All  plans  shall  have  a  minimum  scale  of  1"=40'. 

5.  Contents  of  Plan.  The  contents  of  the  site  plan  are  as  follows: 

a.  Five  (5)  separate  plans  prepared  at  a  scale  of  one  (1)  inch  equals 
twenty  (20)  feet  or  such  other  scale  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
planning  board.  The  plans  are  as  follows: 

1.  Site  layout,  which  shall  contain  the  boundaries  of  the  lot(s) 
in  the  proposed  development,  proposed  structures,  drives,  parking, 
fences,  walls,  walks,  outdoor  lighting,  loading  facilities,  and 
areas  for  snow  storage  after  plowing.  The  first  sheet  in  this 
plan  shall  be  a  locus  plan,  at  a  scale  of  one  (1)  inch  equals  one 
hundred  (100)  feet,  showing  the  entire  project  and  its  relation  to 
existing  areas,  buildings  and  roads  for  a  distance  of  one  thousand 
(1,000)  feet  from  the  project  boundaries  or  such  other  distance  as 
may  be  approved  or  required  by  the  planning  board. 

2.  Topography  and  drainage  plan,  which  shall  contain  the  existing 
and  proposed  final  topography  at  two- foot  intervals  and  plans  for 
handling  stormwater  drainage. 

3.  Utility  and  landscaping  plan,  which  shall  include  all 
facilities  for  refuse  and  sewerage  disposal  or  storage  of  all 
wastes,  the  location  of  all  hydrants,  fire  alarm  and  firefighting 
facilities  on  and  adjacent  to  the  site,  all  proposed  recreational 
facilities  and  open  space  areas,  and  all  wetlands  including 
floodplain  areas. 

4.  Architectural  plan,  which  shall  include  the  ground  floor  plan 
and  architectural  elevations  of  all  proposed  buildings  and  a  color 
rendering . 
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5.  Landscaping  plan,  showing  the  limits  of  work,  existing  tree 
lines,  and  all  proposed  landscape  features  and  improvements 
including  screening,  planting  areas  with  size  and  type  of  stock 
for  each  shrub  or  tree,  and  including  proposed  erosion  control 
measures . 

b.  The  site  plan  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  statement  indicating 
the  estimated  time  required  to  complete  the  proposed  project  and  any 
and  all  phases  thereof. 

c.  A  written  summary  of  the  contemplated  projects  shall  be  submitted 
with  the  site  plan  indicating,  where  appropriate,  the  number  of 
dwelling  units  to  be  built  and  the  acreage  in  residential  use,  the 
evidence  of  compliance  with  parking  and  off-street  loading 
requirements,  the  forms  of  ownership  contemplated  for  the  property 
and  a  summary  of  the  provisions  of  any  ownership  or  maintenance 
thereof,  identification  of  all  land  that  will  become  common  or 
public  land,  and  any  other  evidence  necessary  to  indicate  compliance 
with  this  by-law. 

d.  The  site  plan  shall  be  accompanied  by  drainage  calculations  by  a 
registered  professional  engineer.  Storm  drainage  design  must 
conform  to  Town  of  Berkley  subdivision  regulations. 

e.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  narrative  assessments  of  the  on-site 
and  off-site  impacts  of  the  proposed  project,  including  traffic, 
drainage,  noise,  and  other  environmental  factors.  The  Planning 
Board  may  require  that  such  narrative  assessments  be  prepared  by 
qualified  experts. 

f.  Certification  that  the  proposal  is  fully  compliant  with  the 
provisions,  if  applicable,  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
and  the  Massachusetts  Architectural  Barriers  Board. 

5.  Waiver  of  Technical  Compliance.  The  Planning  Board  may,  upon  written 
request  of  the  applicant,  waive  any  of  the  technical  requirements  of  Section 

6. D.4  where  the  project  involves  relatively  simple  development  plans  or 
constitutes  a  minor  site  plan. 

6.  Minor  site  plan.  Applications  for  permits  to  build,  alter  or  expand  any 
nonresidential  building,  structure  or  use  in  any  district  where  such 
construction  will  exceed  a  total  gross  floor  area  of  500  square  feet  but  not 
exceed  a  total  gross  floor  area  of  2000  square  feet,  or  will  not  generate  the 
need  for  more  than  10  parking  spaces,  shall  be  deemed  a  minor  site  plan.  For 
the  purposes  of  computing  the  total  gross  floor  area  of  a  minor  site  plan,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  aggregate  all  such  applications  made  within  the  five  (5) 
previous  calendar  years.  Minor  site  plans  shall  set  forth  all  of  the 
information  required  by  Section  6.D.4;  provided,  however,  that  the  scale  of 
the  site  plan  may  be  1'  =  80',  and  the  plan  may  depict  topographical  contours 
at  intervals  available  on  maps  provided  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey. 

7.  Approval .  Site  Plan  approval  shall  be  granted  upon  determination  by  the 
Planning  Board  that  the  plan  meets  the  following  objectives.  The  Planning 
Board  may  impose  reasonable  conditions  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant, 
including  performance  guarantees,  to  promote  these  objectives.  Any  new 
building  construction  or  other  site  alteration  shall  provide  adequate  access 
to  each  structure  for  fire  and  service  equipment  and  adequate  provision  for

utilities  and  storm  water  drainage  consistent  with  the  functional  requirements 
of  the  Planning  Boards'  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations.  New  building 
construction  or  other  site  alteration  shall  be  designed  in  the  Site  Plan, 
after  considering  the  qualities  of  the  specific  location,  the  proposed  land 
use,  the  design  of  building  form,  grading,  egress  points,  and  other  aspects  of 
the  development,  so  as  to: 

a.  Maximize  pedestrian  and  vehicular  safety  both  on  the  site  and 

egressing  from  it; 

b.  Minimize  obstruction  of  scenic  views  from  publicly  accessible 

locations; 

c.  Minimize  visual  intrusion  by  controlling  the  visibility  of 
parking,  storage,  or  other  outdoor  service  areas  viewed  from 
public  ways  or  premises  residentially  used  or  zoned; 

d.  Minimize  glare  from  headlights  and  lighting  intrusion; 

e.  Minimize  unreasonable  departure  from  the  character,  materials,  and 

scale  of  buildings  in  the  vicinity,  as  viewed  from  public  ways  and 

places . 

f.  Minimize  contamination  of  groundwater  from  on-site  waste-water 

disposal  systems  or  operations  on  the  premises  involving  the  use, 
storage,  handling,  or  containment  of  hazardous  substances ,- 

g.  Ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Zoning  By-Law, 
including  parking  and  landscaping. 

8.  Lapse .  Site  plan  approval  shall  lapse  after  one  year  from  the  grant 
thereof  if  a  substantial  use  thereof  has  not  sooner  commenced  except  for  good 
cause.  Such  approval  may,  for  good  cause,  be  extended  in  writing  by  the 
Planning  Board  upon  the  written  request  of  the  applicant. 

9.  Regulations .  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  and  from  time  to  time  amend 
reasonable  regulations  for  the  administration  of  these  Site  Plan  guidelines. 

ARTICLE  31.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
appropriate  $200,000  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  following  water 
pollution  abatement  facility  projects:  repair,  replacement  and/or  upgrade  of

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:45  p.m. 

ARTICLE  1.  A  motion  was  made  by  Warren  Sylvia  and  seconded,  and  it  was  voted:  To  present  the  Citizen  of  the 
Year  Award. 

The  man  we  honor  tonight  as  citizen  of  the  Year  for  Municipal  Service  is  no  stranger  to  Town  Meeting.  He 
served  for  9  years  on  the  Finance  Committee  and  looked  after  Town  expenditures  as  if  it  was  his  budget  at  home. 
There  were  many  nights  when  the  Finance  Committee  members  were  ready  to  go  home,  but  they  had  to  wait  until 
they  found  the  five  or  ten  cents  to  balance  the  budget.  He  resigned  from  the  Finance  Committee  to  join  the 
Capital  Planning  Committee,  for  which  he  was  a  strong  advocate.  He  also  has  served  on  the  Council  on  Arts  and 
Land  Use  Study  and  Growth  Committee.  These  last  few  years  have  found  him  to  be  one  of  the  forces  behind 
developing  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town.  He  is  a  strong  advocate  for  “maintaining  the  rural  character”  in  Berkley 
and  continues  to  show  up  at  all  meetings  in  Town  where  land  use  is  discussed.  He  is  truly  dedicated  to  his  Town 
and  it  is  reflected  in  his  many  various  roles.

ARTICLE  4.  On  a  motion  made  by  Warren  Sylvia  and  seconded,  it  was  voted:  To  raise  and  appropriate 
$75,445.00  for  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  hand  vote.  Seeing  only  5  NO  votes,  the  Moderator  called  for  the  YES  vote.  With  5 
NO  and  a  visible  count  more  than  40  YES,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  4  as  voted  with  the  two-thirds  majority. 

ARTICLE  5.  On  a  motion  by  Elizabeth  Lanord  and  seconded,  it  was  voted:  To  transfer  the  sum  of  $1 750.00  from 
monies  returned  from  deposits  for  bid  documents  to  the  New  Middle  School  Building  Account. 
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ARTICLE  6.  Carol  Mills  asked  the  Moderator  to  allow  her  to  read  a  letter  received  from  Wildlands  Trust  of 
Southeastern  Massachusetts.  The  letter  has  been  attached  as  a  permanent  part  of  these  minutes. 

Note:  Regarding  Map  18,  Lot  30,  12  Acres  of  Land  off  Algerine  St.  Letter  urged  the  town  to  consider  retaining 
the  land,  as  the  subject  property  contributes  to  an  area  of  very  high  natural  resource  value.  The  parcel  is  likely  to 
play  an  important  role  in  maintaining  the  water  quality  essential  to  Bryant  Hill  Fen.  The  Bryant  Hill  Fen  is  one  of 
only  three  such  habitats  remaining  in  all  of  southern  Massachusetts,  and  it  supports  two  rare  sedges  in  addition  to 
Spotted  Turtles.  One  of  the  sedges  is  globally  rare,  and  is  among  the  rarest  plants  in  New  England. 

On  a  motion  by  Carol  Mills  and  seconded,  it  was  voted:  To  table  Article  6. 

ARTICLE  7.  A  motion  was  made  by  petitioner  Richard  Moroff  and  seconded:  To  delete  Section  5  (Exemptions) 
of  Bylaw  Article  12  Soil  Conservation  and  to  replace  Section  5  with  the  following: 

A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  alteration  of  earth  in  the  course  of  excavation  incidental  to  the  construction 
of  the  foundation  of  buildings,  walks,  driveways,  septic  systems,  nor  swimming  pools.  A  permit  shall  not  be 
required  for  the  alteration  of  earth  in  the  ordinary  and  customary  agricultural,  horticultural  or  floricultural  use  of 
land.  (Note:  Excavation  in  the  building  of  farm  ponds  and  excavations  that  will  result  in  the  lowering  or  raising 
of  an  existing  elevation  by  more  than  two  (2)  feet  shall  not  be  deemed  normal  and  customary  within  the  meaning 
of  the  foregoing).  A  permit  shall  not  be  required  for  the  excavation  and/or  earth  alterations  made  or  done  to 
complete  the  construction  of  ways  and  the  installation  of  drainage  and  municipal  services  pursuant  to  a  definitive 
subdivision  plan  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Berkley  Planning  Board  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 
Note,  however,  a  permit  will  be  required  for  the  excavation  and/or  earth  alteration  made  or  done  to  complete  the 
construction  of  such  ways  or  installation  of  drainage  and  municipal  services  whenever  existing  elevations  will  be 
altered  either  in  lowering  or  raising  by  more  than  two  (2)  feet.  Under  such  circumstances,  an  earth  alteration 
permit  will  be  required  in  addition  to  approval  by  the  Planning  Board.  The:  Soil  Conservation  Board  may  also 
issue  a  permit  without  a  hearing  for  any  alteration  or  use  within  the  Town  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
yards  of  earth  for  any  other  purpose,  which  is  not  commercial. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded,  and  it  was  voted:  To  TABLE  Article  7. 

ARTICLE  8.  A  motion  was  made  by  Warren  Sylvia  and  seconded  that  $1,650,000  is  appropriated,  in  addition  to 
the  $12,000,000  previously  appropriated,  for  the  design  and  construction  of  a  new  middle  school,  including 
original  equipment  and  furnishings  and  related  expenses;  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  $1,650,000  under  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or 
Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended;  that  the  $12,000,000  previously  appropriated  for  this  project 
pursuant  to  votes  of  the  Town  passed  October  21,  1996  (Article  6)  and  June  30,  1999  (Article  1)  may  be  raised  by 
borrowing  under  said  Chapter  645  as  well  as  said  Chapter  44;  and  that  the  School  Building  Committee  is 
authorized  to  take  any  other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  project;  provided  that  the  additional  appropriation 
and  borrowing  of  $1,650,000  authorized  by  this  vote  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  Town  votes  to  exempt  from  the 
limitation  on  total  taxes  imposed  by  G.  L.,  C59,S21C  (Proposition  2  !A)  the  amounts  required  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  such  additional  borrowing. 
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ARTICLE  8  (continued). 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  report  from  the  Finance  Committee.  Acting  chair  Wendy  Nightingale  stated  the 
Finance  Committee  approves  such  vote  as  a  debt  exclusion  of  Proposition  2  Vi. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  report  from  the  Capital  Planning  Committee.  Richard  Moroff,  Member,  stated:  The 
Capital  Planning  Committee  regrets  that  the  cost  of  the  school  has  escalated,  but  never  the  less  we  feel  we  have 
already  started  the  project  and  to  spend  all  that  money  on  a  school  that  would  only  be  partly  usable  wouldn’t 
make  sense.  Therefore,  we  feel  that  we  really  don’t  have  any  possible  choice  but  to  approve  the  additional  money 
and  get  the  thing  built.  So,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  recommends  that  you  vote  for  the  additional  money 
as  recommended  by  Finance  Committee. 

Stating  Article  4,  Section  3  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  By-laws,  the  Moderator  called  for  a  “Yes”  “No”  ballot  vote. 

Upon  completion  of  the  tally,  the  Moderator  declared  238  persons  voted;  184  voted  YES;  53  voted  NO;  and  1 
Blank  ballot.  The  Moderator  declared  Article  8  as  passed  by  the  2/3rds  required. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  and  it  was  voted:  To  adjourn.

1999 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  present  their  Annual  Report  for  the  calendar  year  1999. 

Work  crews  from  the  Bristol  County  House  of  Correction  spruced  the  Town  Office  Building  up 
this  winter.  They  sanded,  and  stained  both  hallways  and  the  floor  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen’s 
Office.  They  also  painted  most  offices  up  and  downstairs  and  helped  dispose  of  old  clutter  that 
was  throughout  the  building.  We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  Bristol  County  Sheriff’s  office  for 
this  assistance. 

The  status  of  the  condition  of  the  Town  Office  Building  continues  to  be  a  problem.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  will  be  seeking  an  appropriation  at  Town  Meeting  to  fund  engineering  fees. 

The  Town  was  approached  in  February  by  Mr.  Paul  Cusson  of  Delphic  Associates  to  develop  a 
40B  Comprehensive  Permit  off  Padelford  and  Pine  Streets.  This  is  the  first  request  for  a  40B  in 
the  Town  of  Berkley.  He  was  referred  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  which  is  the  committee 
responsible  for  approving  40B’s. 

Joan  Arruda,  Town  Accountant  since  June  of  1998,  resigned  in  June,  creating  a  vacancy  in  this 
position  once  again.  We  are  having  a  problem  retaining  Town  Accountants.  We  hired  Paul 
Pacheco  as  Town  Accountant  in  August,  the  third  one  in  as  many  years.  Hopefully,  Mr.  Pacheco 
will  remain  with  us  more  than  one  year.  Department  Heads  and  all  employees  have  been 
encouraged  to  work  together  cooperatively  with  the  Town  Accountant. 

Carol  Mills  was  re-elected  to  the  Board  at  the  annual  election  in  May. 

The  Board  continues  to  participate  in  seminars  to  keep  abreast  of  changes  in  governing.  The 
Board  also  participates  in  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Bristol  County  Selectmen’s  Association. 

The  Town  of  Berkley  continues  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  areas  of  growth  in  Massachusetts.  We 
are  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  fast  pace. 

We  are  always  looking  for  volunteers  for  committees.  We  urge  you  to  get  involved  in  the  Town. 
We  can  assure  you  it  will  be  a  very  rewarding  experience.

I  HEREBY  SUBMIT  MY  REPORT  AS  CHIEF  OF  THE  BERKLEY  FIRE  &  RESCUE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1999. 

The  Department  had  a  busy  year  for  motor  vehicle  crashes  throughout  the  town,  several  of  which  were  fatal 
accidents.  The  town  has  seen  more  and  more  traffic  passing  through  and  many  of  those  passing  through  have 
required  the  services  of  this  department.  Both  the  EMT’s  and  firefighters  have  done  an  excellent  job  at  handling 
this  increase  in  motor  vehicle  accidents,  five  of  them  needing  extrication  equipment  for  removal  of  the  victims. 
The  team  concept  of  firefighters  working  with  the  emergency  medical  technicians  has  provided  excellent  delivery 
of  care  for  those  in  need  of  our  assistance.  Many  of  our  EMT’s  and  firefighters  have  experienced  death  during 
this  long  year,  I  compliment  them  for  their  ability  to  deal  with  these  tragedies  and  continue  on  serving  the  Town. 

I  ask  you  the  town  residents  to  extend  a  hand  and  a  word  of  thanks  to  our  firefighters  and  EMT’s  for  the  work 
they  do. 

Work  is  what  they  have  been  doing,  keeping  the  ambulance  and  fire  apparatus  manned  for  the  busiest  year  in  the 
Departments  history.  We  are  no  longer  the  little  town  we  once  were,  when  they  were  able  to  handle  calls  with  a 
handful  of  people.  The  Department  responded  to  over  750  calls  for  service,  an  83%  increase  over  the  last  5  years. 
Beside  calls  the  department  trains  regularly,  handles  fire  inspections  services  for  residents,  issues  permits,  and 
reports.  The  department  also  has  a  top  notch  Fire  Safety  program  run  by  our  SAFE  Coordinator  Captain  Robert 
Milne.  His  program  reaches  every  student  in  the  Berkley  School,  and  teaches  them  of  the  importance  of  fire 
safety. 

Our  ambulance  is  now  staffed  to  the  advance  life  support  level  and  the  devoted  men  and  woman  of  this 
department  have  made  the  commitment  to  provide  this  service  to  you.  EMTs  continue  to  go  to  training  school 
paying  for  the  program  to  gain  this  higher  certification,  to  be  able  to  serve  their  town  and  its  residents.  The  little 
money  the  Department  is  able  to  provide  to  them  is  a  good  gesture  but  way  below  what  the  Town  should  be 
offering  its  personnel.  If  the  Department  is  going  to  keep  a  call  department  and  provide  the  best  possible  service, 
then  we  must  realize  that  the  people  who  serve  it,  deserve  better  than  what  we  offer.  Lets  remember  that  they  are 
the  ones  who  drop  what  they  are  doing  to  come  to  the  aid  of  the  Berkley  citizens. 

Departments  were  again  asked  to  manage  their  departments  with  no  increases  in  budgets.  Although,  all 
departments  will  realize  increases  in  operational  costs,  increases  for  additional  services  that  will  need  to  be 
provided,  the  budgets  saw  no  increase.  We  have  a  history  of  not  binding  budgets  to  allow  them  to  properly 
maintain  what  equipment  and  facilities  we  have  and  also  not  be  able  to  replace  and  update  old  equipment.  This  is 
not  good  management  and  the  town  needs  to  address  the  capital  needs  issue  as  well  as  properly  funding  the  major 
departments. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Berkley  Fire  Fighters  Association  and  the  Berkley  Lions  club  who  donated  funds  to 
enable  the  department  to  purchase  new  helmets  for  all  personnel.  The  helmets  purchased  are  at  the  latest  safety 
standards  and  replaced  many  old  unfit  helmets.  The  Fire  Association,  Lions  Club  and  the  Legion  are  a  few 
organizations  that  have  been  true  friends  of  the  Fire  &  Rescue  Department,  and  have  been  there  when  we  needed 
help.  These  groups  have  helped  us  to  upgrade  our  extrication  equipment  and  improve  our  rescue  capabilities. 
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The  Department  responded  to  assist  at  several  major  incidents  during  the  year  and  would  be  an  experience  of  a 
lifetime  for  some  department  members.  Engine  3  the  oldest  piece  on  the  department  would  respond  to  a  major 
mill  fire  in  the  City  of  Fall  River.  While  your  Chief  served  as  the  staging  officer  for  the  thirty  or  so  pieces  of 
apparatus  that  would  respond,  engine  3  operated  at  the  fire,  supplying  attack  lines  that  were  in  the  main  mill. 

These  attack  lines,  along  with  others  would  keep  the  fire  from  spreading  into  the  large  mill  and  averting  a 
disaster.  The  Berkley  Firefighters,  who  don’t  experience  large-scale  fires  such  as  this,  did  an  outstanding  job. 
Berkley  would  assist  a  lot  of  department  during  the  year  including  the  LaSalette  fire  in  Attleboro  as  well  as  the 
tragedy  in  Worcester. 

The  Department  would  face  a  busy  fire  year  itself,  with  two  major  incidents  occurring  on  the  same  day.  The 
Department  would  respond  to  a  report  of  an  explosion  and  fire.  Upon  the  arrival  the  firefighters  and  EMT’s 
would  find  several  people  injured  and  destruction  from  a  fireworks  explosion.  The  Department  personnel  wouldi  ^ 
remain  on  the  scene  for  over  12  hours  and  by  the  end  of  the  incident  have  the  state  fire  marshals  bomb  squad  am  ^ 
state  hazardous  materials  response  team  on  the  scene  to  assist.  Together  with  the  bomb  squad  and  the  assistance;  y 
of  the  highway  department  a  truckload  of  fire  works  would  be  removed.  The  bomb  squad  would  detonate  these 
fireworks  at  the  highway  department  as  the  fire  department  was  on  standby. 

Later  the  same  night  the  vacant  package  store  on  Holloway  and  County  Street  would  bum.  Already  exhausted 
firefighters  would  do  an  excellent  job  at  stopping  the  fire  and  keeping  the  building  intact.  Through  a  thorough 
investigation  by  a  team  from  the  fire  department,  State  Fire  Marshal’s  office  and  the  Berkley  police  a  juvenile 
was  caught  and  charge  with  setting  the  fire. 

Constructions  of  new  buildings  both  big  and  small  have  been  popping  up  all  over  town.  Beside  the  new  homes 
that  continue  to  invade  Berkley  and  require  services  from  the  various  departments,  the  school  building  began  to 
rise  from  the  ground.  What  will  be  the  largest  building  in  Berkley  has  begun  to  take  shape,  yet  another  reason 
why  the  Town  must  takes  steps  to  overcome  the  level  funding  of  budgets.  The  necessity  for  adequate  apparatus 
and  equipment  is  now  more  evident  than  ever.  The  protection  of  our  school  children  and  the  investment  in  our 
new  building  will  be  worth  every  dollar  spent  by  the  town  towards  protection. 

Seven  new  people  were  hired  and  began  training  as  fire  fighters  for  the  department.  Several  of  the  people  hired 
have  their  EMT  certification  and  will  be  a  welcome  relief  to  the  current  roster  of  EMT’s.  EMT  R.Ann  Church  i 
enrolled  in  a  paramedic  program  and  will  soon  be  completed.  This  is  a  commitment  of  over  a  year  of  schooling 
hospital  time,  and  ambulance  ride  time  that  she  has  made  all  to  benefit  the  Department  and  the  Town.  Firefighb 
Joseph  Correia  and  James  Cambra  completed  the  firefighter  I/II  training  program  and  received  their  state 
certification  as  such.  Both  of  these  firefighters  were  named  as  the  Departments  Fire  Fighters  of  the  year.  This 
Department  and  the  State  Department  of  Fire  Service  awarded  the  following  department  members  years  of 
service  awards  during  the  year.  Deputy  Chief  Dwight  Fournier;  40  years,  Deputy  Chief  Brian  Perry;  25  years,  a  I 
Captain  Albert  P  Pysz;  40  years.  I  compliment  these  officers  for  their  commitment  of  the  Department  and  their 
many  years  of  dedicated  service. 
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le  Department  would  handle  another  tragedy  when  a  young  boy  on  his  bicycle  collided  with  a  moving  vehicle 
riously  injuring  himself.  The  EMT’s  and  firefighters  that  responded  to  the  call  were  in  my  opinion  the  reason 
hy  the  boy  is  alive  today.  I  commend  all  the  personnel  who  worked  together  to  provide  the  care  necessary  to  get 
mng  Nicholas  Taylor  to  the  hospital  in  short  time.  The  members  of  the  department  who  do  this  work,  face  in 
any  cases  tragedy,  sorrow,  and  sadness  but  continue  to  be  there,  so  its  important  that  we  look  out  for  the 
notional  needs  of  our  personnel  who  do  the  job.  Several  department  members  have  been  trained  to  be  peer 
tunselors  and  help  their  fellow  firefighters  and  EMT’s  through  these  hard  times. 


'an’t  say  enough  about  the  dedication  and  commitment  the  members  of  the  department  make  to  assure  your 
fety.  I  personally  thank  them  all  for  their  continued  support  and  hard  work  they  put  forth.  Together  with  their 
tip  and  the  help  of  the  town’s  people  we  will  continue  to  improve  the  service  we  provide  and  increase  the  level 
‘customer  service  for  our  residents.

The  only  thing  I  can  say  for  this  year  is  that  it  was  just  terrible.  First,  we  had  to  remove 
our  underground  fuel  tanks  the  year  before  so  time  was  wasted  waiting  to  fuel  all  of  our 
equipment  at  a  gas  station. 

Then  age  caught  up  with  not  only  our  equipment  but  our  help  too.  Major  repairs  on  our 
1954  grader  started  a  chain  reaction  to  most  of  our  ancient  equipment. 

Our  newest  1982  large  dump  truck  had  to  be  completely  overhauled.  This  was  due  to  a 
fall  inspection  and  that  winter  this  truck  was  offline  for  sanding  and  snow  plowing 

We  are  sorry  to  inform  the  residents  that  we  are  now  spending  more  money  and  time 
working  on  old  Highway  equipment  than  working  on  our  highways. 

Highway  employees  became  a  problem  when  half  of  our  work  force  resigned  due  to 
personal  problems  and  being  underpaid. 

In  January  your  Highway  Surveyor  had  a  medical  problem  and  it  became  time  for  him  to 
slow  down.  So  between  a  sick  boss  and  half  the  Highway  Department  work  force  not 
with  any  experience  it  made  it  very  difficult  to  get  large  projects  started. 

The  Macomber  Street  project  was  started  but  not  finished.  Most  likely  this  year’s 
projects  will  become  next  year’s  top  priorities  unless  there  is  a  budget  cut. 

The  Highway  Department  removed  a  large  amount  of  trees  from  the  new  middle  school 
site.  These  trees  will  become  a  new  storage  building  for  our  equipment.  Sawing  them 
into  lumber  and  drying  time  will  take  a  year  so  half  the  equipment  will  be  left  outside  for 
another  year. 

So  the  word  terrible  was  not  that  bad  unless  you  put  it  into  two  or  three  paragraphs.  If 
you  spread  it  over  a  whole  year  we  just  call  it  another  problem  to  be  solved. 

The  Highway  Department  will  serve  your  needs  but  it  may  just  take  a  little  more  time.

In  making  my  visits  as  Building  Commissioner  during  this  past  year,  I  have  found  most  construction  work  to 
be  satisfactory  and  meeting  with  the  regulations  of  town  bylaws  and  the  minimum  standards  as  set  forth  by 
the  Massachusetts  Building  Code  Commission.

Interested  citizens  should  note  that  new  housing  starts  (building  permits)  are  up  this  year  as  compared  to 
last  year.  This  appears  to  be  largely  due  to  an  increase  in  supply  and  rising  demand.  Interest  rates  tend  to 
remain  low  which  should  cause  new  demand  as  more  subdivisions  are  released  for  development.  Based  on 
these  considerations  and  other  factors,  it  is  estimated  by  the  building  department  that  new  housing  starts  will 
likely  fall  in  the  range  of  40-55  new  homes  or  less  during  2000.  Finally,  please  note  that  additions  and  other 
improvements  to  existing  homes  continue  to  run  strong  and  are  rising. 

It  Is  obvious  to  everyone  that  the  cost  of  government  must  be  controlled  and  reduced  at  all  levels  and  all 
sectors.  To  this  end,  people  using  town  services  are  reminded  that  following  simple  procedures  will  go  a 
long  way  in  helping  ourselves  at  the  local  level.  Therefore,  when  filing  permit  applications,  etc.,  please  use 
the  following  guidelines: 

1 .  Allow  a  minimum  of  three  days'  notice  when  requesting  inspections.  Experienced  contractors  and 
builders  usually  allow  5-7  days  so  they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their  work. 

2.  Allow  a  minimum  of  two  weeks  for  the  processing  of  all  building  permit  applications.  Federal  and 
state  agencies  are  requiring  more  time  consuming  review  for  compliance  with  regulatory  statues  for 
the  protection  of  the  consumer. 

3.  A  set  of  guidelines  referred  to  as  the  Berkley  Building  Booklet  and  which  is  intended  to  streamline 
the  application  process  for  the  various  permits  needed  for  medium  to  large  construction  projects  is 
available  to  residents  of  the  town  and  other  interested  parties  at  a  nominal  cost.  This  version  is  not 
intended  to  be  complete,  but  only  to  indicate  basic  requirements  and  general  procedures  to  follow 
when  applying  for  and  receiving  building  permits. 

4  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Building  Commissioner  are  held  in  the  Town  Office  Building  on  a 

schedule  which  is  posted  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Office  of  the  Selectmen.  Telephone  inquiries 
can  be  made  to  the  Inspection  Department  (508-824-9286)  during  the  posted  public  hours  which  are 
currently  Tues.,  Weds.,  and  Thurs.,  8:00  -  10:30  a.m.,  and  most  Wednesday  evenings,  8:00  -  9:00 
p.m.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  BERKLEY,  MASS. 


DECEMBER  31,  1999 

On  June  30,  1999  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  forty  years  of 
service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding 
sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control 
in  its  never-ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the 
winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas 
where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number  - 
a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful 
to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different 
formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates 
remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations  The  operators  of  our 
spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes 
on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis 
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The  1999  mosquito  season  was  normal  at  the  beginning  with  larvae  hatching  in  average 
numbers  in  the  usual  breeding  sites.  As  early  summer  approached,  however,  breeding  sites 
began  to  dry  down  rapidly.  By  mid-summer  our  spraying,  along  with  the  extremely  dry 
weather,  had  reduced  mosquito  populations  to  such  low  levels  that  spraying  was  not 
necessary  in  most  areas.  It  was  not  until  after  Labor  Day  when  it  began  to  rain  on  a  fairly 
regular  basis  that  the  mosquito  populations  began  to  rise  again. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  found  2  isolations  of  the  EE  virus  in  Bristol 
County  but  no  human  cases  were  reported  in  the  State  during  the  1999  season. 

New  York,  however,  had  60  confirmed  human  cases  of  West  Nile-like  virus  that  resulted  in 
7  human  deaths.  Mosquitos  began  spreading  the  virus  south  into  New  Jersey  and  east  to 
Long  Island  and  along  the  Connecticut  coast.  More  than  10,000  birds  were  infected  and  died 
as  a  result  of  the  virus  along  with  a  number  of  horses,  a  dog  and  a  cat.  Areas  that  had  year- 
round  organized  mosquito  control  did  not  seem  to  have  any  problems  other  than  some 
isolations  of  the  virus. 

Massachusetts  Public  Health  ran  many  tests  on  birds  and  mosquitos  to  check  for  the  West 
Nile  virus  but  all  testing  was  negative. 

It  is  not  known,  at  this  time,  if  the  West  Nile-like  virus  found  in  New  York  and  Connecticut 
this  year  will  become  a  problem  in  Massachusetts  during  the  next  mosquito  season,  the 
summer  of  2000.  DPH,  along  with  all  mosquito  control  projects,  will  be  on  the  alert  for  any 
signs  of  the  virus  when  the  season  begins. 

The  Project  sprayed  all  known  mosquito-infested  areas  and  answered  all  requests  for 
spraying,  for  a  total  of  3,663  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  8  25  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were  larvicided. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  1,400  feet  of  brush  was  cut  and  2,400  feet  of 
drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Berkley  for  their  continued  support 
and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have 
a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it 
is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked, 
please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY  FROM  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

(SRPEDD) 


The  Town  of  Berkley  is  a  member  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District. 
SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  the  regional  agency  serving  twenty-seven  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts  dealing  with  common  issues  facing  our  region,  such  as  economic  development,  growth  and  land 
development,  transportation,  environment  and  general  planning  for  the  future.  SRPEDD  is  governed  by  a 
Commission  of  local  mayors,  selectmen,  planning  board  members  and  at  large  members.  We  are  funded  by 
federal  and  state  grants-and  local  assessments.  For  1999,  the  Town  of  Berkley  paid  $65 1 .44  to  SRPEDD,  based 
upon  an  assessment  of  1 5.375  cents  per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Berkley  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commission  by  Dr.  Karl  Eklund, 
Gus  Gorrochotequi  and  John  Uronis.  Berkley's  representative  on  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  was 
Gerald  Bernard.  Dr.  Eklund  also  served  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  as  Chairman  and  Past  Chairman  of  the 
Commissiori. 

Some  of  SRPEDD's  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1999  were: 

•  The  Vision  2020  Task  Force  released  its  report  in  1999  -  Southeastern  Massachusetts:  An  Agenda  for  the 
Future.  It  addresses  the  issue  of  unplanned  growth  and  sprawl  in  the  region  and  makes  specific 
recommendations  for  change.  The  Vision  2020  Task  Force  was  a  panel  of  regional  leaders  representing 
various  interests  throughout  southeastern  Massachusetts.  It  was  sponsored  by  SRPEDD  and  two  other 
regional  panning  agencies  -  OCPC  and  MAPC. 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  which  set 
regional  priorities  for  federal  transportation  funds.  The  TIP  sets  priorities  for  $92  million  in  federal  and 
state  dollars  for  regional  transportation  projects  over  the  next  3  years. 

•  Building  Partnerships  for  Economic  Development  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  a  regional  economic 
development  strategy,  was  completed  and  certified  by  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration, 
making  the  region  eligible  for  federal  economic  development  grants  from  EDA. 

•  "The  100  Most  Dangerous  Intersections  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts"  was  compiled  by  SRPEDD 
utilizing  accident  information  for  the  1996-98  three  year  period.  All  100  intersections  are  evaluated  and 
ranked  according  to  level  of  danger,  and  traffic  volume,  and  the  report  is  used  to  identify  needed  safety 
improvements  at  these  intersections. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  computer  file  of  all  available 
traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD  undertook  counts  at  90  locations  this  year.  SRPEDD 
also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  Acushnet,  Fairhaven,  Norton,  Rehoboth,  Rochester, 
Seekonk,  and  Freetown. 

•  Southeastern  Massachusetts  is  represented  on  the  Internet  by  SRPEDD’s  web  site  at 

hltp://wM'\v. srpedd. ore.  The  site  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and  town  in  the  region, 
and  includes  the  Vision  2020  project,  transportation,  planning,  zoning,  environmental  and  economic 
development.  SRPEDD  also  operates  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  which  maintains  the 
Fact  Book  and  provides  information  to  businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals.  We  completed 
population,  employment  and  housing  unit  projections  to  the  year  2025  for  each  city  and  town. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  work  to  develop  commuter  rail  service  to  Taunton,  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  and 
is  continuing  to  monitor  MBTA  studies  of  alternative  routes.  SRPEDD  reviewed  and  commented  on  the 
MBTA's  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  commuter  rail  service.  SRPEDD  conducted  a  public 
informational  meeting  on  the  technical  comments  on  the  DEIR  to  assist  other  interested  parties  in 
preparing  their  review  comments. 
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•  An  inventory  of  sensitive  environmental  areas  impacted  by  roadway  runoff  along  federally  eligible  roads 
is  being  prepared  by  SRPEDD  in  the  Buzzards  Bay  region.  GRRIP  (Geographic  Roadway  Runoff 
Inventory  Program),  funded  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction  (EOTC)  and  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department  (MHD). 

•  SRPEDD  approved  $1,437,000  in  grants  from  our  regional  transportation  allocation  for  six 
“enhancement”  projects.  Included  were:  Fall  River  Bike  Path  Phase  1,  construction;  Wareham  Bike 
Path  Phase  1,  construction;  Mattapoisett  Bike  Path,  planning  and  design;  Fairhaven  Bike  Path,  planning 
and  design;  Seekonk  Stormwater  Mitigation,  installation  of  new  stormwater  drains;  and  Buzzards  Bay 
Stormwater  Runoff  Project,  inventory  and  ranking. 

•  An  extensive  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  mapping  program  is  maintained  by  SRPEDD.  This 
year,  new  computerized  “data  layers”  were  added  to  the  system,  including  local  zoning  and 
environmental  data.  The  GIS  staff  is  working  on  EOEA-funded  buildout  analysis  for  19  communities  in 
the  district.  Information  provided  will  include  zoning,  wetlands,  floodplains,  waterbodies,  land  use  and 
new  subdivisions. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA,  on  issues  such  as  route 
evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and 
analysis.  SRPEDD  also  continued  to  assist  SRTA  and  GATRA  in  expanding  service  through  the 
Welfare-to-Work,  Access  to  Jobs  program. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation, 
which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1999  SEED  approved  loans  to  149  small 
businesses  in  the  amount  of  $26  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create  963  new  jobs.  SEED  once 
again  was  the  #1  Small  Business  Administration  lender  of  SBA  504  loans  in  Massachusetts. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  and  commented  on  major  transportation  related,  economic  development  initiatives  in  j 
the  region,  such  as:  the  Park  at  Great  Woods  in  Norton;  the  Great  Waves  Park  in  Mansfield;  Route  44 
improvements  in  Raynham  and  Middleborough;  seaport  master  plans  in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford;  the 
Attleboro  Industrial/Business  Park;  and,  commuter  rail  station  improvement  plans  in  Mansfield, 

Attleboro  and  Lakeville. 

•  SRPEDD  designed  and  developed  a  regional  economic  development  web  site  identifying  over  100 
"Priority  Development  Sites"  including  information  on  location,  highway  access,  acreage  and/or  square 
footage,  zoning,  permitted  use,  rail  lines,  transit,  airports,  development  incentives  and  contact(s). 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Berkley  in  the  following  area: 

•  SRPEDD  provided  technical  assistance  to  the  Town  on  their  Open  Space  Plan 

•  SRPEDD  provided  technical  assistance  to  the  Dighton-Berkley  Regional  Master  Plan  Committee 

SRPEDD  was  created  to  serve  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts.  We  are  governed  by  elected 

and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities  and  towns.  We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future.

Note  1.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Berkley,  Massachusetts  (the  Town)  conform  to  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  (GAAP)  as  applicable  to  governmental  units,  except  that  the  Town  does  not  maintain 
records  of  its  Fixed  assets.  The  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  (GASB)  is  the  accepted 
standard-setting  body  for  establishing  governmental  accounting  and  Financial  reporting  principles.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  signiFicant  accounting  policies: 

A.  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town  is  governed  by  an  elected  three-member  Board  of  Selectmen.  These  Financial  statements  have 
been  prepared  using  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  It  has  been  determined  that  there  are  no 
component  units  for  inclusion  in  the  primary  government's  financial  reporting  entity.

B.  Basis  of  Presentation  -  Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  presented  on  the  basis  of  funds  and  an  account  group,  each  of  which  is 
considered  a  separate  accounting  entity.  The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  in  a  set  of  self¬ 
balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  equity,  revenues,  expenditures  or  expenses  and 
other  financing  sources  and  uses.  The  various  funds  and  account  group  are  grouped  by  fund  categories  and 
fund  types  as  follows: 

Governmental  Funds  Types  -  Governmental  Fund  Types  are  those  through  which  most  governmental 
functions  are  typically  financed.  The  acquisition,  use,  and  balances  of  the  government's  expendable  Financial 
resources  and  the  related  current  liabilities  are  accounted  for  through  governmental  funds.  The  governmental 
funds  maintained  by  the  Town  are  as  follows: 

General  Fund  -  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  Financial  resources 
except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  are  used  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than 
expendable  trusts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted  to  expenditure  for  speciFied  purposes.

Note  1.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies,  continued 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -  are  used  to  account  for  financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or 
construction  of  major  capital  facilities  other  than  those  financed  by  trust  funds. 

Fiduciary  Fund  Types  -  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee 
capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  individuals,  private  organizations,  other  governmental  units,  and/or  other  funds. 

Fiduciary  funds  maintained  by  the  Town  are  as  follows: 

Agency  Funds  -  are  used  to  account  for  funds  that  are  custodial  in  nature  and  do  not  involve  the 
measurement  of  operations. 

Expendable  Trust  Funds  -  are  used  to  account  for  trust  fund  principal  and  income  that  may  be  expended  in 
accordance  with  conditions  of  the  trust.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  in  essentially  the  same 
manner  as  governmental  funds. 

Nonexpendable  Trust  Funds  -  are  used  to  account  for  trusts  where  the  principal  must  remain  intact. 
Generally  income  earned  on  nonexpendable  trust  principal  may  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  the  trust. 

Account  Group  -  An  account  group  is  used  to  establish  accounting  control  and  accountability  for  the 
unmatured  principal  of  its  general  long-term  debt  and  other  long-term  obligations  that  relate  to  the 
governmental  funds.  The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  general  fixed  asset  group  of  accounts.  The  account 
group  maintained  by  the  Town  is  as  follows: 

General  Long-Term  Obligations  Account  Group  -  is  used  to  account  for  general  long-term  obligations  and 
certain  other  liabilities. 

C.  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental  funds,  expendable  trust  funds  and 
agency  funds.  Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recognized  when  susceptible  to 
accrual  (i.e.,  when  they  become  both  measurable  and  available).  "Measurable"  means  the  amount  of  the 
transaction  can  be  determined  and  "available"  means  collectible  within  the  current  period  or  soon  enough 
thereafter  to  be  used  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  fiscal  period. 

Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred  except  for  interest  on  general  long-term 
obligations,  which  is  recognized  when  due. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental  revenues,  there  are  essentially  two  types 
of  revenues.  In  one,  moneys  must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any  amounts  will  be 
paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon  the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other, 
moneys  are  virtually  unrestricted  and  are  usually  revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with  prescribed 
compliance  requirements.  These  resources  are  reflected  as  revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the 
susceptible  to  accrual  criteria  are  met.

The  Town  considers  property  taxes  as  available  if  they  are  due  and  collected  during  the  fiscal  year  or  are  due 
as  of  year-end  and  collected  within  60  days  after  year-end.  Licenses  and  permits,  user  charges,  fines  and 
forfeitures,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  are  recorded  as  revenues  when  received.  Investment  earnings  are 
recorded  as  earned. 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  by  the  nonexpendable  trust  funds.  In  this  fund,  the  measurement 
focus  is  on  the  flow  of  economic  resources,  therefore,  the  revenues  are  recognized  when  earned,  and 
expenses  are  recognized  when  goods  or  services  have  been  received  or  when  a  liability  has  otherwise  been 
incurred. 


D.  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  other  commitments  for  the 
expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order  to  reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is 
employed  in  governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are  reported  as  reservations  of  fund 
balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute  expenditures  or  liabilities,  except  for  budgetary  purposes. 


E.  Basis  of  Investment  Valuation 
Investments  are  stated  at  fair  value. 


F.  Inventories 

The  cost  of  supplies  and  other  inventoriable  items  is  recorded  as  expenditures  at  the  time  of  purchase 
(purchase  method).  No  significant  inventory  balances  were  on  hand  at  June  30,  1999. 


G.  Accrued  Sick  and  Vacation 

Employees  are  granted  vacation  and  sick  leave  in  varying  amounts.  Upon  retirement,  termination  or  death, 
certain  employees  are  compensated  for  unused  vacation  and  sick  leave  (subject  to  certain  limitations)  at  their 
then  current  rates  of  pay.  The  Town  was  not  able  to  provide  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the  liability  and  no 
liability  has  been  recorded  in  the  general  long-term  obligations  account  group.

H.  Proprietary  Activity  Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting 

The  Town  has  elected  to  apply  to  its  nonexpendable  trust  and  internal  service  funds  accounting  standards 
applicable  to  the  private  sector  issued  on  or  before  November  30,  1989  (unless  those  standards  conflict  with 
or  contradict  pronouncements  of  the  GASB). 

I.  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned  "Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate 
that  they  are  presented  only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present  financial 
position,  results  of  operations  or  cash  flows  in  conformity  with  GAAP.  Such  data  are  not  comparable  to  a 
consolidation  since  interfund  eliminations  have  not  been  made. 


Note  2.  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each  January  1  and  are  normally  due  on 
the  subsequent  August  1,  November  1,  February  1,  and  May  1.  By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the 
Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at  100%  of  fair  market  value.  Once  levied  which  is  required  to  be  at  least 
30  days  prior  to  due  date,  these  taxes  are  recorded  as  receivables.  Property  tax  revenues  have  been  recorded 
using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  which  is  discussed  in  Note  1(C).  Property  taxes  that  remain 
unpaid  after  the  respective  due  dates  are  subject  to  penalties  and  interest  charges. 

Based  on  the  Town’s  experience,  most  property  taxes  are  collected  during  the  year  in  which  they  are 
assessed.  Liening  of  properties  on  which  taxes  remain  unpaid  occurs  annually.  The  Town  ultimately  has  the 
right  to  foreclose  on  all  properties  where  the  taxes  remain  unpaid. 

A  statewide  property  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  "Proposition  2-1/2”  limits  the  amount  of  increase  in 
property  tax  levy  in  any  fiscal  year.  Generally,  Proposition  2-1/2  limits  the  total  levy  to  an  amount  not 
greater  than  2-1/2%  of  the  total  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  property  within  the  Town.  Secondly,  the  tax 
levy  cannot  increase  by  more  than  2-1/2%  of  the  prior  year's  levy  plus  the  taxes  on  property  newly  added  to 
the  tax  rolls.  Certain  provisions  of  Proposition  2-1/2  can  be  overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum. 

Note  3.  Budgetary  Basis  of  Accounting 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  44,  Section  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  Town  adopts  an  annual  budget 
for  all  general  fund  functions  as  well  as  for  those  special  revenue  funds  for  which  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44,  Section  53f  1/2  have  been  adopted. 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the  resulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply 
with  the  limits  required  by  Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will  equal  the  sum  of  (a) 
the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures  and  transfers,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior 
fiscal  year’s  deficits,  if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non-property  tax  revenue  and  transfers  projected  to 
be  received  by  the  Town,  including  available  surplus  funds.

Note  3.  Budgetary  Basis  of  Accouuting,  continued 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town,  except  that  of  the  public  schools,  are  prepared 
under  the  direction  ofthe  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  School  Department  budget  is  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  the  School  Committee.  The  level  of  expenditures  may  not  legally  exceed  appropriations  for  each 
department  or  undertaking  in  the  following  categories:  (1)  salaries  and  wages;  (2)  ordinary  maintenance;  and 
(3)  capital  outlays. 

Original  and  supplemental  appropriations  are  enacted  upon  by  a  Town  Meeting  vote.  Management  may  not 
amend  the  budget  without  seeking  the  approval  of  the  governing  body.  The  Town’s  Finance  Committee  can 
legally  transfer  funds  from  its  reserve  fund  to  other  appropriations  within  the  budget  without  seeking  Town 
Meeting  approvals. 

The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  GAAP.  The  "actual"  results  column  of 
the  General  Fund  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  -  Budget  and  Actual  are  presented  on  a  "budget 
basis"  to  provide  a  meaningful  comparison  with  the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and 
GAAP  basis  are  that: 

(a)  Budgeted  revenues  are  recorded  when  cash  is  received,  except  for  real  estate  and  personal  property 
taxes,  which  are  recorded  as  revenue  when  levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual 
(GAAP). 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the  equivalent  of  expenditures  (budget),  as 
opposed  to  a  reservation  of  fund  balance  (GAAP).

Note  4.  Cash  and  Investments 

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of  deposits  and  investments  available  to  the 
Town.  Deposits  (including  demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in  any  one  financial 
institution  may  not  exceed  certain  levels  within  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments  can  also  be 
made  in  securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a 
maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  the  U.S. 
government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase 
agreements  guaranteed  by  such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the  date  of 
purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository  Trust  (MMDT).  The  Town's  Trust  Funds 
have  expanded  investment  powers  including  the  ability  to  invest  in  equity  securities,  corporate  bonds, 
annuities  and  other  specified  investments. 

The  composition  of  the  Town's  bank  recorded  deposits  and  investments  fluctuates  depending  primarily  on 
the  timing  of  real  estate  tax  receipts,  proceeds  from  borrowings,  collections  of  state  and  federal  aid,  and 
capital  outlays  throughout  the  year. 

Deposits  -  The  following  summary  presents  the  amount  of  Town  deposits  which  are  fully  insured  or 
collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  Town  or  its  agent  in  the  Town's  name  (Category  1),  those  deposits 
which  are  collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  pledging  financial  institution's  trust  department  or  agent 
in  the  Town's  name  (Category  2),  and  those  deposits  which  are  not  collateralized  or  collateralized  with 
securities  held  by  the  pledging  financial  institution  or  by  its  trust  department  or  agent  but  not  in  the  Town's 
name  (Category  3)  at  June  30,  1999.

Investments  -  The  Town  categorizes  investments  according  to  risk  level  assumed  by  the  Town.  Category  1 
includes  investments  that  are  insured,  registered  or  held  by  the  Town  or  the  Town's  agent  in  the  Town's 
name.  Category  2  includes  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the  counterpart’s  trust 
department  or  agent  in  the  Town's  name.  Category  3  includes  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held 
by  counterparts,  it’s  trust  department  or  its  agent,  but  not  in  the  Town’s  name.

Note  5.  Employee  Retirement  System 

The  Town  follows  the  provisions  of  GASB  Statement  No.27,  Accounting  for  State  and  Local  Government 
Employees,  with  respect  to  the  employees'  retirement  funds. 

A.  Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  Bristol  County  Contributory  Retirement  System  (the  "System"),  a  cost  sharing, 
multiple-employer,  defined  benefit  pension  plan  administered  by  a  county  retirement  board.  The  System 
provides  retirement,  disability  and  death  benefits  to  plan  members  and  beneficiaries.  Chapter  32  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  assigns  authority  to  establish  and  amend  benefit  provisions  of  the  plan,  and 
grant  cost-of-living  increases,  to  the  State  legislature.  The  System  issues  a  publicly  available  financial  report 
which  can  be  obtained  through  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Public  Employee  Retirement 
Administration  Commission  ("PERAC"),  One  Ashburton  Place,  Boston,  Massachusetts  02108. 

B.  Funding  Policy 

Plan  members  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  system  at  rates  ranging  from  5%  to  1 1%  of  annual  covered 
compensation.  The  Town  is  required  to  pay  into  the  System,  its  share  of  the  remaining  systemwide 
actuarially  determined  contribution  plus  administration  costs  which  are  apportioned  among  the  employers 
based  on  active  covered  payroll.  The  contributions  to  the  System  for  years  ended  June  30,  1999,  1998  and 
1997  were  $165,508,  $132,693,  and  $122,344,  respectively,  which  were  equal  to  its  required  contributions 
for  each  of  these  years.

Note  6.  Other  Post  Employment  Benefits 

In  addition  to  the  pension  benefits  described  in  Note  5,  the  Town  provides  health  and  life  insurance  benefits 
to  retirees,  their  dependents,  and  beneficiaries  in  accordance  with  Chapter  32B  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  under  various  contributory  plans.  Specific  benefit  provisions  and  contribution  rates  are  established  by 
collective  bargaining  agreements,  state  law,  and  Town  by-law.  Currently,  approximately  13  retirees  receive 
such  benefits.  All  benefits  are  provided  through  third-pa'rty  insurance  carriers  and  health  maintenance 
organizations  that  administer,  assume,  and  pay  all  claims.  The  Town  pays  for  60%  of  the  premium,  with  the 
remainder  funded  through  pension  benefit  deductions.  During  fiscal  year  1999,  expenditures  for  other  post 
employment  benefit  payments,  net  of  participant  contributions,  approximated  $26,241. 


Note  7.  Temporary  borrowings 

Under  state  law,  and  with  the  appropriate  local  authorization,  the  Town  is  authorized  to  borrow  funds  on  a 
temporary  basis  as  follows: 

•  To  fund  current  operations  prior  to  the  collection  of  revenues  by  issuing  revenue  anticipation  notes 
(RANS). 

•  To  fund  grants  prior  to  reimbursement  by  issuing  grant  anticipation  notes  (GANS). 

•  To  fund  Capital  project  costs  incurred  prior  to  selling  permanent  debt  by  issuing  bond  anticipation  notes 
(BANS). 

Temporary  loans  are  general  obligations  of  the  Town  and  maturity  dates  are  governed  by  statute. 

The  Town  also  has  $3,262,000  in  bond  anticipation  notes  outstanding  in  the  Capital  Projects  Fund  and 
$42,000  in  grant  anticipation  notes  outstanding  in  the  Special  Revenue  Fund  as  of  June  30,  1999.  During  the 
next  two  years  the  Town  will  either  retire  the  notes  from  available  funds  or  convert  the  notes  to  long-term 
bonds  or  notes.

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual-level,  general  debt  limit:  the  normal  debt  limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such 
limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10%,  respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be  authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt 
limit  without  state  approval.  Authorizations  under  the  double  debt  limit,  however  require  the  approval  of  the 
Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance  Board.  Additionally,  there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation 
debt  which  are  exempt  from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations.

Note  11.  Deficit  Fund  Balances 

The  Capital  Projects  Fund  has  individual  capital  project  fund  balance  deficits  totaling  $789,032.  These 
individual  project  deficits  will  be  eliminated  by  subsequent  fiscal  year  budget  transfers  or  through  the 
issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  authorized  for  these  projects.  See  related  note  on  loans  authorized  and 
unissued  (Note  8).  The  overall  Capital  Projects  Fund  balance  is  a  deficit  of  $788,032. 
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Note  12.  Risk  Management 

The  Town  is  exposed  to  various  risks  of  loss  related  to  general  liability,  property  and  casualty,  workers' 
compensation,  unemployment  and  employee  health  and  life  insurance  claims. 

Buildings  are  fully  insured  against  fire,  theft  and  natural  disaster  (except  for  losses  due  to  flood  or 
earthquake)  to  the  extent  that  losses  exceed  $1,000  per  incident.  The  fully  insurable  value  of  Town  buildings 
is  $16,525,167. 

The  Town  has  three  contributory  health  care  options  for  its  employees.  There  are  106  active  and  retired 
employees  who  participate  in  the  Town’s  health  care  programs.  The  Town  contributes  between  60%  and 
79%  of  the  premium  costs  depending  on  the  health  plan  coverage  selected. 

The  Town  is  insured  for  general  liability,  however,  Chapter  258  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  limits 
the  Town's  liability  to  a  maximum  of  $100,000  per  claim  in  all  matters  except  in  actions  relating  to  federal 
civil  rights,  eminent  domain  and  breach  of  contract.  Such  claims  are  charged  to  the  general  fund.  There 
were  no  such  claims  in  1 999. 

There  are  several  pending  lawsuits  in  which  the  Town  is  involved.  The  Town  and  its  legal  counsel  estimate 
the  potential  claims  against  the  Town,  not  covered  by  the  insurance  resulting  from  litigation,  would  not 
materially  affect  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town.

In  September  the  Licensed  Practical  Nursing  Program  opened  in  a  new  4,000  sq. 
ft.  facility  built  on  the  school  campus  by  the  Carpentry  students.  This  facility  has 
been  granted  full  approval  by  the  State  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  and  has 
been  described  as  one  of  the  finest  facilities  in  the  state. 


Curriculum  improvements  include  the  addition  of  a  fourth  year  of  Mathematics 
for  all  students.  World  History,  Conceptual  Physics,  and  Technology  Theory  have 
been  added  to  the  course  offerings. 

The  Carpentry  Program  was  expanded  to  include  two  outside  crews.  Their  work 
this  year  included  the  annual  Taunton  Green  holiday  display,  home  additions  in 
Middleborough  and  Berkley,  a  municipal  garage  in  Raynham  and  work  continues 
on  various  projects  at  the  Bridgewater  Municipal  Golf  Course. 
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During  the  Summer  of  1999  an  exploratory  program  was  conducted  for  district 
students  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  In  addition,  a  skills  development  camp  was 
conducted  for  our  incoming  freshmen. 

BP  continues  tp  accommodate  a  maximum  student  enrollment  with  the  number  of 
applicants  steadily  increasing.  In  order  to  better  accommodate  our  present 
students  and  to  increase  our  capacity  to  serve  future  students  of  the  District,  we 
have  begun  a  6.4  million  dollar  addition  and  renovation  project.  Final  planning  is 
complete,  all  approvals  are  in  place,  and  construction  contracts  have  been  signed. 
Work  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  February  2000. 

The  169  members  of  the  class  of  1999  attained  a  97%  placement  rate.  The 
Practical  Nursing  class  of  35  students  successfully  passed  the  National  Council  of 
Nurses  Licensing  examination  and  are  employed  in  many  area  health  care 
facilities  as  LPN’s. 

The  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School  District  appreciates  the  strong  support 
received  from  its  member  municipalities  and  we  once  again  look  forward  to  an 
exciting  and  productive  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley, 

As  your-Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  am  pleased  to  prepare  my  fifth  report  on 
education  in  this  community.  This  report  covers  the  actions  of  the  School  Committee  and 
events  and  activities  of  the  Berkley  School  Department  during  the  1999  calendar  year. 

Berkley  student  enrollments  continue  to  grow.  The  Berkley  Community  School, 
designed  for  600  students,  currently  has  an  official  October  1  enrollment  of  850  students  in 
kindergarten  through  grade  8.  Preschool  and  the  collaborative  STEP  programs  increase 
this  enrollment  by  an  additional  87  students. 

A  long-range  solution  to  the  increasing  student  population  continues  to  take  shape. 
Construction  of  the  new  500-student  school  for  grades  5-8  began  in  August.  The  new 
middle  school  is  being  built  on  a  60-acre  parcel  on  North  Main  Street  behind  the  town 
cemetery.  Berkley  is  eligible  for  83%  reimbursement  on  school  building  projects. 

The  Berkley  School  Committee  approved  the  following  Mission  and  Goals 
statements  for  the  1999-2000  school  year:

Mission: 

In  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  respect,  to  help  all  students  to  appreciate  their  uniqueness,  to 
realize  the  extent  of  their  aptitudes,  and  to  utilize  their  abilities  to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 

Goals. 

1 .  To  monitor  and  facilitate  solutions  to  space  needs  for  the  following: 

a.  Berkley  Middle  School  project, 

b.  Berkley  Community  School  renovations, 

c.  class  sizes  with  special  attention  to  lower  grades  for  1999-2000, 

d.  advocate  for  purchase  of  land  for  future  buildings, 

e.  plan  for  long-range  space  needs  beyond  those  listed  above, 

f.  provide  pre-school  classrooms  at  the  Berkley  Community  School. 

2.  To  review  the  technology  curriculum  and  to  plan  for  future  technology  needs. 

3.  To  review  the  Art  and  Math  curricula  and  coordinate  with  the  Department  of  Education 
Curriculum  Frameworks. 

4.  To  continue  to  support  the  Surround  Care  Program  and  its  attempts  at  accreditation. 

5.  To  promote  safe  schools  through  increased  awareness  of  potential  dangers  in  today’s 
society. 

6.  To  continue  to  work  at  being  an  informed  school  committee,  and  as  members  to  attend 
state  or  regional  sessions  on  education  and  school  committee  issues.

7.  To  continue  to  improve  communications  with  the  Berkley  community  about  programs 
being  offered,  current  educational  issues,  and  the  needs  of  the  public  schools.

In  January,  a  portion  of  the  pre-school  program  moved  to  St.  Bernard’s  Church  in 
Assonet  to  ease  crowding  at  the  Community  School.  A  second  class  of  that  program  was 
located  at  the  Old  Town  Hall.  The  School  Committee  received  bids  to  lease  six  additional 
modular  classrooms  and  awarded  a  bid  to  Schiavi  Leasing  in  March.  The  bid  documents 
called  for  delivery  of  those  classrooms  by  August  1 5th.  However,  those  classrooms  were 
not  available  until  October  and  as  a  result  kindergarten  did  not  start  until  late  September 
and  pre-school  was  delayed  until  October. 

During  the  1999  year,  the  Berkley  Community  School  completed  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  self  study  in  February.  In  March,  the  School  hosted  a 
visiting  team  for  a  four-day  accreditation  visit.  A  report  of  the  visiting  team  was  reviewed  by 
the  School  Committee  in  December. 

Mrs.  Anne  St. Pierre  was  appointed  Administrator  for  Student  Services  in  February 
replacing  Mrs.  Janice  Backlund  who  had  served  with  distinction  in  that  position  since  1995. 
Mrs.  Backlund  has  taken  a  part  time  position  in  Berkley  as  Special  Projects  and  Out  of 
District  Placement  Coordinator. 

In  May,  the  School  Committee  re-elected  Mrs.  Maryann  Smith  as  Chairperson.  Mr. 
John  Gallagher  was  re-elected  Secretary.  Mr.  Gallagher  was  appointed  as  the  School 
Building  Committee  representative  of  the  School  Committee.  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mr.  Gallagher 
were  appointed  to  the  Negotiations  Subcommittee.  Mr.  William  Perkins  and  Mr.  Daniel 
Ludwig  were  appointed  to  the  Policy  Subcommittee. 

The  Surround  Care  Program  meets  a  significant  need  in  Berkley  for  before-  and 
after-school  daycare,  using  the  school  building  without  impacting  the  school  budget.  The 
program  is  self-supporting  and  has  been  well  received  and  utilized  by  many  working 
parents.  A  warm,  supervised,  and  enriching  environment  is  provided  which  is  safe, 
supportive,  and  creative  in  responding  to  childcare  needs  of  the  community.  In  January 
1999,  there  were  59  children  in  the  before-school  program  and  89  in  the  after-school 
program.  The  Surround  Care  program  serves  70  families. 

A  joint  meeting  with  the  Somerset  School  Committee  was  held  in  March. 

The  June  Annual  Town  Meeting  approved  a  budget  of  $5,636,424  for  the  1999-2000 
school  year.  The  Massachusetts  Chapter  70  Aid  contributes  $3,704,967  to  that  amount. 
The  Net  School  Spending  Requirement  for  1999-2000  is  $5,757,627.  The  end  of  the  year 
financial  report  for  fiscal  year  1999  (1998-99)  indicated  that  there  was  a  carry  over  of 
$297,629.  With  Berkley’s  anticipated  waiver  for  FY  ’99,  the  carry  over  amount  was 
expected  to  be  $283,507.  The  School  Committee  voted  to  add  that  amount  to  the  budget 
at  its  November  meeting.

Ms.  Therese  Rouleau,  vocal  music  teacher  retired  after  twenty-five  years  of  service 
to  the  Berkley  Community  School. 

In  September,  the  Superintendent  informed  the  School  Committee  that  the  two  wells 
at  the  Community  School  were  not  providing  adequate  water  for  the  school’s  needs.  In 
October,  the  School  Committee  authorized  the  Superintendent  to  develop  an  additional  well 
site  for  the  school. 

The  Berkley  Teachers’  Association  notified  the  School  Committee  of  its  desire  to 
negotiate  a  new  agreement.  The  current  agreement  is  for  three  years  from  September 
1997  to  August  2000. 

Mr.  Gallagher  and  Dr.  James  were  presenters  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  and  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Superintendents.  Their  presentation  was  on  Roles  and  Responsibilities  of  School 
Committees  and  Superintendents. 

In  November,  the  School  Committee  voted  to  sent  letters  to  Senator  Pacheco  and 
Representative  Quinn  concerning  the  future  of  education  reform  and  school  finance. 

The  School  Committee  and  Berkley  School  Department  staff  hosted  the  annual 
Senior  Citizens’  Holiday  Dinner  on  Saturday,  December  4,  with  over  90  seniors  in 
attendance.  The  seniors  were  treated  to  a  turkey  and  ham  dinner,  and  given  many  door 
prizes. 

In  December,  results  of  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Assessment  System  were 
presented  to  the  School  Committee. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  publish  a  monthly  newsletter  to  keep  the 
community  informed  of  topics  and  concerns  discussed  at  its  meetings.  Copies  of  the 
newsletter  are  sent  home  through  the  students  and  distributed  at  the  Town  Offices. 

Thank  you  to  our  present  School  Committee  members:  Maryann  Smith,  Chairperson; 
John  Gallagher,  Secretary;  William  Perkins,  Daniel  Ludwig,  and  Robert  Lyman.  Thank  you 
also  to  the  Berkley  School  Department  administrators  and  the  excellent  faculty  and  staff,  as 
well  as  the  community  of  Berkley  for  allowing  this  year  of  progress  to  take  place.  It 
continues  to  be  a  pleasure  to  work  in  this  community.

The  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  has  mandated  the  establishment  of  Curriculum  Frameworks  in  all 
subject  areas.  Our  five-year  cyclic  review  of  our  curriculum  is  done  with  reference  to  these  state 
frameworks.  Currently,  our  Unified  Arts  (Art,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Career  Education  and 
Health)  curriculum  is  being  reviewed/revised.  The  revised  Visual  Arts  curriculum  was  accepted  in 
February,  1994;  the  revised  Physical  Education  curriculum  was  accepted  in  September,  1994.  The 
revised  Health  curriculum  was  accepted  in  November,  1995.  The  revised  Social  Studies  and  Science 
curricula  were  accepted  in  May  of  1996.  The  Music  curriculum  was  accepted  in  June,  1997.  The 
revised  Literacy  curriculum  was  accepted  in  June,  1998.  In  addition  to  the  Unified  Arts  curriculum, 
the  Math  curriculum  is  being  reviewed  during  school  year  1999-2000.

NEW  ENGLAND  ASSOCIATION  OF  SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGES 

Berkley  Community  School  is  accredited  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges, 
Inc.  a  non-governmental,  nationally  recognized  organization  whose  affiliated  institutions  include 
elementary  schools  through  collegiate  institutions  offering  post-graduate  instruction. 

Accreditation  of  an  institution  by  the  New  England  Association  indicates  that  it  meets  or  exceeds 
criteria  for  the  assessment  of  institutional  quality  periodically  applied  through  a  peer  group  review 
process.  An  accredited  school  or  college  is  one  which  has  available  the  necessary  resources  to  achieve 
its  stated  purposes  through  appropriate  educational  programs,  is  substantially  doing  so,  and  gives 
reasonable  evidence  that  it  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  foreseeable  future.  Institutional  integrity  is 
also  addressed  through  accreditation. 
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Accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  is  not  partial  but  applies  to  the  institution  as  a  whole. 
As  such,  it  is  not  a  guarantee  of  the  quality  of  every  course  or  program  offered,  or  the  competence  of 
individual  graduates.  Rather,  it  provides  reasonable  assurance  about  the  quality  of  opportunities 
available  to  students  who  attend  the  institution. 

Inquiries  regarding  the  status  of  an  institution’s  accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  should 
be  directed  to  the  administrative  staff  of  the  school. 

The  Berkley  Community  School  was  granted  initial  accreditation  by  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  in  1 989.  At  that  time,  we  were  required  to  submit  a  two-year  progress  report  to 
NEASC  detailing  our  continuing  efforts  in  the  areas  of  curriculum,  the  department  head  model,  and 
standardized  testing.  Our  report  was  submitted  for  the  November  14-15,  1991,  Commission  meeting. 
The  members  of  the  Commission  accepted  Berkley  Community  School’s  two-year  progress  report. 
The  next  step  in  this  process  was  for  Berkley  Community  School  to  submit  a  five-year  follow-up 
report  in  1994.  Our  report  was  submitted  for  the  October  27-28,  1994,  Commission  meeting.  The 
members  of  the  Commission  accepted  Berkley  Community  school’s  five-year  follow-up  report.  The 
self-study  for  our  decennial  visit  has  been  completed.  The  accreditation  visit  by  a  team  of  our  peers 
took  place  March  14  -  17,  1999.  Berkley  Community  School  has  been  reaccreditated  for  a  ten  year 
period.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Kindergarten  Registration 

1 .  To  enter  Kindergarten,  a  child  must  be  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31  of  the  year 
of  entry. 

2.  A  Birth  Certificate  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

3.  A  doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria,  pertussis,  tetanus,  measles, 
poliomyelitis,  and  lead  test,  unless  exempted  for  medical  and/or  religious  reasons,  must  be 
presented  at  registration. 

4.  A  recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massachusetts  Health  Form  by  the  child’s 
doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  screening  appointments  will  be  arranged  in  the  areas  of  hearing 
and  vision,  development,  and  speech  and  language. 

Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  a  doctor’s  certificate  is  necessary  only  for  communicable  diseases  or  if 
specifically  requested  by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to  school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a 
doctor’s  order  specifically  stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given,  the 
student's  diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medication  during  school  hours.  The 
doctor’s  order  should  be  accompanied  by  a  signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent 
requesting  the  administration  of  the  medication.  A  final  check  with  the  physician  may  be 
made  by  the  school  nurse.  Parents  are  requested  to  drop  off  medications  rather  than 
sending  them  in  with  students. 

3.  Transportation  of  a  sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parent.  Only  in  an  emergency  will 
the  school  provide  transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades  four  and  eight. 

Berkley  Board  of  Health  Lice  and  Nit  Policy 

If  lice  or  nits  are  found  in  a  student’s  head,  the  student  will  be  sent  home  and  must  be  picked 
up  by  a  parent  or  guardian  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time.  The  parent  or  guardian  at  their 
home  will  do  all  treatment  for  the  removal  of  lice  and  nits. 

The  student  cannot  return  to  school  until  the  morning  after  he  or  she  has  been  treated  with  a 
medicated  shampoo,  and  all  nits  have  been  removed.  The  student  must  also  be  accompanied 
back  to  school  by  a  parent  or  guardian  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  ride  the  school  bus  until  the 
school  nurse  has  checked  the  student. 

If  a  student  has  already  been  sent  home  for  having  lice  and  nits  three  (3)  times  in  a  school 
year,  the  fourth  (4th)  incident  will  require  a  doctor’s  certificate  to  return  to  school.  Failure  to 
comply  with  these  rules  and  regulations  may  result  in  court  action. 

School  Notes 

When  a  student  is  absent  from  school,  he/she  is  expected  to  bring  a  written  excuse  from 
his/her  parents  explaining  the  absence.  A  request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school 
day  should  be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent.

Weather/Emerqencv  Situations  -  Students  in  School 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  weather/emergencies  might  arise  while  students  are  in  school. 
Due  to  the  emergency,  students  may  be  released  early.  We  will  place  such  announcements 
on  the  radio.  However,  all  parents  may  not  be  notified.  It  is  very  important  that  parents  make 
arrangements  for  the  shelter  and  supervision  of  their  child  in  case  of  such  emergencies. 
Neighbors  or  relatives  should  be  notified  and  students  should  know  what  to  do  if  parents  are 
not  at  home. 


Transportation 

Bus  rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the  School  Committee.  A  student  must  not 
abuse  the  privilege  of  riding  the  bus  to  and  from  school  by  misbehaving.  The  enforcement  of 
bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the  bus  driver.  An  infraction  of  the  bus  rules  will  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  pupil(s)  involved  by  a  verbal  explanation  and  warning  by  the  driver.  If  a 
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verba!  warning  is  not  sufficient,  the  driver  will  complete  a  written  report  and  submit  it  to  the 
Principal.  A  pupil  will  be  placed  on  probation  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal,  the  student’s 
behavior  has  been  unacceptable.  A  pupil  shall  lose  his/her  privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus  for 
deliberate  vandalism,  serious  infractions,  or  repeated  lesser  infractions  that  affect  the  safety  of 
the  driver  and  other  youngsters  on  the  bus.
